The Board of Health met last evening 
at the Mayor’s office, Mayor Hazard in 
the chair, and Drs. Hagan, Kurtz and 
McGowan present. 
A communication was received from the 
Oity Olerk notifying the board that the 
Council had awarded the contract for the 
sprinkling of streets to W. T. Childress, 
and that the document had been re­ 
ferred to the board for its examination. 
Mayor Hazard stated that the contract 
was a very favorable one to the city. 
Health Officer McGowan stated that after 
a very careful examination of the* docu­ 
ment he had found it eminently satisfac­ 
tory, and had approved it on behalf of 
the board, whereupon no farther action 
was deemed necessary. 
Dr. O. 0. Fitzgerald addressed the 
board at some length on a grievance he 
wished to ventilate. 
He stated that he 
had been called upon professionally to 
attend to a juvenile patient, and after a 
careful diagnosis of the case, which was 
somewhat peculiar, he had satisfied 
himself that it was one of scarlet fever. 
Accordingly he had put up a card, as re­ 
quired by the city ordinance, and had 
notified the Health Officer. That official 
a few days afterwards visited the place, 
and had ordered tbe card taken down 
without his consent, thus doing him an 
injury, as it was a tacit acknowledg­ 
ment of his being in error as to the in­ 
fectious nature of the disease for him to 
allow the card to be taken down without 
making any objection. 
Dr. McGowan frankly admitted that 
he had committed a blunder in remov-- 
ing the card at the request of the occu­ 
pants of the honse in question, and after 
some little discussion of the matter it 
was dismissed by Dr. Kurtz, who moved 
that the Health Officer be instructed to 
notify the people to fumigate themselves 
and the house before communicating 
with the outside world. 
The board then adjourned.

James the defendant. Wben the case 
came up in the afternoon, the attorneys 
for the defendant moved a non-suit and 
the motion was denied. 
The contention 
was raised by the defense that the plain­ 
tiff attempted to introduce au amended 
complaint during the progress of the 
trial, and that, although that was not 
allowed, yet they did introduce matter 
under the old complaint which was alto­ 
gether outside of the allegations in the 
complaint, which they were not prepared 
to meet, for the reason that they had no 
notice of the intention of the plain­ 
tiff to introduce euoh matters. The 
Court reminded the attorneys that in all 
caBes where they interposed objections 
to the introduction of such evidence, he 
rnled it out, and that whenever any bucIi 
objectionable matter did get before the 
Court it was from their not having ob­ 
jected to it. 
The defense on this ruling refused to 
put in any testimony whatever. 
This 
may be no more than one way of saying 
the defense has no evidence they care to 
put in ; or it may be done for the purpose 
of taking an appeal. To a layman it 
looks like one of tbe tricks of the law 
that is vain. At any rate the Court 
decided that the argument most be 
made today, on tbe evidence as it 
stands, and then it will decide. It does 
not make much difference what evidence 
was rung in, if only the main allega­ 
tions are true. A learned lawyer and 
an experienced Judge is to determine 
the matter, not a jury unskilled in the 
sifting of testimony. 
THE GABKKTT CASK. 
Before Judge Shaw the great Garrett 
case was on all day. Most of it was 
taken up in tbe cross-examination of 
Josie Corbett. So far aa the reporter 
could se» there was not any material ev­ 
idence introduced which differs greatly 
from that given in the trial last week. 
At one point Mr. Williams entered 
into an investigation of Miss Corbett’s 
visits to the Moro Castle, and particu­ 
larly to Mr. Payton’s quarters there. 
The drift was not quite apparent, and 
the Court instructed the attorney to come 
to the point, and ask questions direct, if 
he had anything to prove. This brought 
Major Bell, the colleague of Williams, to 
the floor, and he went on to set forth his 
theory that thie is a conspiracy, that 
Payton is at the bottom of it, and that 
his relations with Miss Corbett would 
show it. This brought Payton to the 
floor to protest against allowing these 
statements to be made in the presence of 
the Court, and, some, other words follow­ 
ing, Payton told Bell he would settle the 
matter with him out of tbe court room. 
At this juncture the Court took a hand 
at the bellows, and peace was restored. 
Nettie Keyes, or Burns, as she is now 
called, followed the Oorbstt girl. She 
told a clear, concise and eoneietent story 
about the evidence Garrett is alleged to 
have "cooked” for her and Miss Corbett. 
She then told bow it came that after 
having this testimony prepared for her 
to learn she did not go on the stand to 
testify for Garrett. Thie was before the 
committing magistrate. Mrs. Barns be­ 
gan to tell about a letter Garrett wrote to 
her while she was at home near Arteeia, 
and while his examination was in prog­ 
ress. Joeie Corbett bad "gone back” on 
Garrett and told her story in Malia’e 
favor. 
Mr. Williams demanded at this point 
to know where the letter was, and Mrs. 
Barus made a decided sensation by say­ 
ing she had it in her pocket. This is all 
new matter, not introduced in the trial 
before Judge Cheney at all. 
The letter 
was produced aud passed about. Garrett 
read it all very carefully and then Judge 
McComas proceeded to read it. 
It be­ 
gins : "My own dear Nettie.” He then 
goes on to tell her that he had given 


Mrs. Arnold a letter for her, etc. He 
telle her not to go away from her 
mother. He says if Malia had not told 
those foolish statements about him it 
would be all right. "Tell your good mamma 
not to scold you; you did all for the 
best.” He then tells her that Joeie Cor­ 
bett has testified in Malia's behalf, and 
that she will not be needed on his side. 
He says: "After Joeie has told that story 
you would have to tell the truth.” He 
says Malia and Josie ere working with 
Darcy, 
Cuddy 
and 
Baras, all

Anything relating to the preeent lite 
law of thin State is of direct intereet to 
thoee who have houeea built, to thoee 
who do the work, to those who anpply 
the m aterial, and to the aapenriaing 
architect. 
Following ia a charge by 
Judge W ade in a case where Architect 
R . B. Young sued F. O. Howes. 
Young 
w as the architect for some bnilding 
done for Howes. After the work was 
done some mechanics’ liens were filed 
on the premises, and M r. Howes, claim 
ing that the architect was responsible for 
these, refused to pay him a portion of his 
lees. Young sued and got judgm ent. 
G k h tlem bn or t h e J u r y— This is 
action by the plaintiff for services ren 
dered to the defendant as architect and 
superintendent. 
The fact that those 
Services were rendered, in w hat is de­ 
nominated in the pleadings, plaintiff’s 
first cause of action, I believe is not dis- 
S 
uted at all. The only m atter in dispute 
i the amount of money which had been 
p aid ; that is only disputed in the plead 
ings, and seems to be adm itted in the 
evidence and the argum ent. As to what 
is denominated in th e 
pleadings 
plaintiff’s second cause of action, the 
m atter in dispute there is simply that 
th e plaintiff undertook to render certain 
services, and w hether he rendered the 
services in respect to the second cause of 
action (that is the M ain street building), 
as architect and superintendent of con 
struction, th at were of value to the de­ 
fendant and of the value stated in the 
{ 
•leadings, yon will be the sole judges 
rom the evidence as it appears bv * 
2 
ou. Defendant’s defense, beyond 1 
. 
i affirmative in its character. That is' 
he affirms th at the plaintiff has so negli­ 
gently acted in his capacity of superin­ 
tendent of construction, or was so ineffi 
cient as an architect, one or both, that 
in consequence the defendant has been 
damaged in the const ruction of the build­ 
ing. The m atter for_yon to consider in 
this connection is : firs t, what kind or 
class of a building was the plaintiff in­ 
structed by the defendant to prepare 
plans and specifications for. This you 
m ust determine from the evidence. Sec­ 
ond, was the work as superintended and 
directed by the plaintiff done according 
to thoee plans and specifications when 
they were 
preparea. 
If they were 
n ot prepared 
as 
directed 
by 
de­ 
fendant—that 
is, 
if 
the 
plans 
and 
specifications 
for 
the 
build­ 
ing were not for such a building as 
defendant wanted then plaintiff has been 
negligent or remiss in his duty. This 
would be a good defense to his action to 
recover the value of his services; and it 
also would support the defendant’s first 
cause of action set out in the cross com­ 
plaint, in so far as defendant was dam ­ 
aged by any failure of duty by plaintiff 
on that account. If, on the other hand, 
you find th at plaintiff did prepare the 
plans and specifications for a building 
such as he was directed to prepare by 
defendant, of the class of building and 
kind of building that defendant wanted, 
b u t that in superintending the construe 
tion of it he was so careless and negli­ 
gent as to suffer improper materials or 
improper workmanship to ester into the 
bnilding, whereby it was damaged and 
rendered less valuable than it otherwise 
would have been if done according to the 
S 
lane and specifications—in other words, 
he failed to superintend and direct the 
construction of the bnilding according to 
th e plane and specifications, then that 
would be negligence on his part for 
which the defendant coaid recover the 
am ount that defendant would be dam 
aged by such failure. 
The next thing for you to take into con 
sideration ia defendant’s second cause of 
action, set out in his cross complaint. That 
is, that plaintiff undertook and agreed as 
a part of his employment as architect for 
the construction of the building on Main 
and Upper Main street, to prepare and 
file for record the two contracts cr 
either of the contracts. 
Now, it is the 
Erimary duty of either the owner of the 
uilding or the party with whom he con­ 
tracts as principal contractor, to file the 
contract, if in writing, and if the amount 
is over $1,000 it is required to be in writ­ 
ing, and it is the dnty of either one, and 
of one as much as the other, to file this 
contract for record; th a t is, it is the duty 
of the owner of the building (in this cat»e 
Mr. Howes) or the contractor (in this 
case Mr. Lane). It was the duty of 
either one or th e other, and as much 
the duty of one as the other to file the in­ 
strum ent for record. The reason is th is : 
T hat in the event of its not being filed 
for record it becomes void and neitiier 
party to the contract—that is, in this 
case, neither Howes nor Lane could re­ 
cover anything on th e contract. Lane 
could not recover for the work done and 
m aterial furnished by him from H owes; 
nor could Howes recover from Lane for 
any failure on his part to carry out the 
contract according to its terms and con­ 
ditions. In order th at it might have be­ 
come the dnty of the architect in this 
esse to file this contract, it should appear 
from the evidence either that he ex­ 
pressly agreed with the defendant to file 
it for record, or th at he promised under 
such circumstances to file the instrum ent 
for record, and th at Mr. Howes relied 
upon him , and was unable under the cir­ 
cumstances to do so, or prevented by the 
S 
laintifTs undertaking that duty from 
oing it himself, or you would have to 
find from the evidence th at that was a part 
of the neceseary duty of the architect of 
the building to file a contracto! this kind 
for record. There is absolutely no evi­ 
dence upon the latter point in this case— 
no evidence or *ny testimony tending to 
prove any such duty as being necessarily 
incum bent upon the architect by virtue 
of his calling. 
I t is not sufficient for 
this purpose to prove merely that it was 
th e custom or the babit of the plaintiff 
to file such contracta when they were 
left with him , onles-* you further find 
from the evidence th at he had commu­ 
nicated a knowledge of th at custom and 
habit to the defendant in such a way as 
to induce the defendant to rely upon his 
doing it, and by such reliance being pre­ 
vented from doing it himself. 
Now, the ground of the second cause of 
action in the cross complaint is not only 
th a t plaintiff promised to file this instru­ 
m ent for record, but that he failed to file 
it for record, and that in consequence of 
h is failure to so file it, these liens were 
perfected against the property in such a 
way as to render it liable beyond the 
am ount agreed to be paid in the con­ 
tract. 
Some explanation is due to the 
jury as to the reason of that. 
If s con­ 
tract of this kind is not filed for record, 
it becomes void as between the original 
contractor and the owner of the building 
and materiml-men—th at is, m es furniah- 
{®K the m aterial for th e bnilding and 
laborers and sub-contractors performing 
work on the bnilding. The contract 
should be filed for record before the 
btuldiDg is commenced or it is void. If 
th is contract ia not filed for record, the 
laborers and material-men and the sub­ 
contractors may treat th e owner precisely 
a s though they had contrasted originally 
w ith him , and 
hold 
th e property 
liable to them for th e whole am ount 
of m aterial furnished and the labor 


though it am onnts in the aggregate to 
a great deal more than originally con­ 
tracted for. And the ground of the 
second canse of action set out in de­ 
fendant’s cross-complaint is that this 
Tailure resulted in that way. 
B at in 
order f j r yon to find for the defendant as 
to this second canse of action, you would 
have to find not only that there was a 
promise to file the instrum ent for record, 
th a t is, a promise expressed or implied, 
in the manner I have heretofore de­ 
scribed ; that the plaintiff failed to file 
the instrum ent for record; and, further, 
that by that failure this consequence re­ 
sulted"; and therefore for yon to find from 
the evidence that either one or both of 
these contracts were not signed or pre­ 
pared for filing through any delay on the 
part of defendant himself until after the 
building or the part of the building cov­ 
ered bv that contract was commenced. 
Then it would be im material, so far as 
any injury resulting to defendant is con 
cerned, w hether cr not the instrum ent 
was filed for record at all. Therefore, 
any promise th a t m ight have been made, 
if from the evidence it so appears, ss to 
the filing of either of these contracts 
after the work em braced within such 
contract had been commenced, would 
be perfectly im material, and would not 
tend at all to impose any obligation 
apon the plaintiff. 
Now, as to the ownership of the prop­ 
erty : If yon find from the evidence that 
this building on Upper Main street, the 
building which it is adm itted has been 
subjected to these liens, was built for 
Mr. Howes by the contractor—that the 
contract was m ade by Mr.Yoong with Mr. 
Howes to bnild th at building for him , or to 
construct it or superintend it, and that 
the bnilding belonged to Mr. HoweB 
when completed, it is not necessary for 
yon to find or consider w hether or not 
the ground upon which it stood was the 
property of Mr. Howes. 
I t is admitted 
and there is no question but that these 
liens were filed against this property; 
th a t the lien claim ants brought their ac­ 
tions and enforced their liens against the 
property. They obtained judgment. It 
is also adm itted that that judgm ent has 
been affirmed by the Supreme Court, 
and it is therefore unnecessary for the 
jury to take into consideration the prob­ 
able or possible consequence of any ver­ 
dict th a t it m ight render in favor of the 
defendant, being supported or aided by 
any reversal of that judgm ent which was 
obtained upon these mechanics’ liens. 
That ia to say, it is not necessary for you 
to consider the fate of those cases at all, 
it being adm itted that these judgments 
were obtained establishing these liens 
against this property. If the defendant’s 
fault or negligence, as described and set 
out in the charge heretofore, and as 
claimed in the cross-complaint, has been 
ttie cause of the judgm ents being ob­ 
tained, defendant would be entitled to a 
judgment against him irrespective of 
whether those judgments m ight ulti­ 
mately be reversed or not. 
It will al­ 
ways be in the power of the Court to 
control any judgm ent it might render in 
this case, to the end th at the party would 
get but 0D6 satisfaction. 
The jury are the sole judges of the 
credibility of the witnesses and of the 
weight of the evidence. If you find from 
the evidence, as you understand it, and 
as yon have heard it detailed 
on 
the stand here, placing reliance upon 
whom you please, and taking whose tes­ 
timony as controlling, as you may de­ 
termine—you are not bound or under 
any obligation at all to consider the num­ 
ber of witnesses that may have been 
sworn one way or another, unless yon 
are satisfied th a t the weight of the evi­ 
dence ia with them . But if you believe 
from all the evidence that the defendant 
has been damaged in consequence of the 
negligence of the plaintiff, either sb 
architect or as superintendent of con­ 
struction, be will be entitled to a verdict 
for the amount of that damage to be set 
off by any sum which you may find oth­ 
erwise due from defendant t j plaintiff. 
If, upon die other hand, you find from 
the evidence under the terms of the 
charge as has already been given you, that 
defendant has been injured by plaintiff’s 
negligence in failing to file those in­ 
strum ents or either of them for record, 
then you will give him such verdict un­ 
der the second cause of action set out in 
the cross complaint as you may think 
him entitled to.

CHANDLER’S NATAL RESOLUTIONS 


Shoald Army and Navy Officers Be 
D eprived of the Privilege 
of Lobbying: V 


Representatives Laird, Townabend and 
Cox. Resolutions expressive of the re­ 
gret of the Senate were offered by Man- 
deraon, Cullom and Evarte and agreed 
to, and as a farther mark of respect to 
the deceased, the 8enate adjourned.

Washington, December 19.—In the 
Senate today the House concurrent 
resolution for a holidayrecesBfrom Satar 
day next till Monday, January 6th, was 
concurred in. 
Stewart, from the 
Committee 
Military Affairs, reported a resolution 
directing an examination by the Treasury 
of tbe war claims of the State of Cali­ 
fornia growing oat of Indian hostilities 
and disturbances. Agreed to. 
Chandler called up the resolution of­ 
fered by him in regard to organizations 
among the naval officers, and made a 
statement on the subject. 
He desired 
if possible, to protect naval officers from 
being levied upon and induced or com 
pellsd to pay money (which they coaid 
poorly Bpare) for the pnrpoee of influ­ 
encing legislation. He said a year or two 
ago Thomas J. Cowie, Past Assistant 
Paymaster in the navy, prepared a bill 
for an increase of rank and pay of officers 
of the navy. 
It was a very compre­ 
hensive bill; it contained no feature of 
economy whatever. 
That bill had not 
been introduced in either House, but it 
had been flitting aronnd privately in 
print, in connection with that bill there 
had been a movement organized to se­ 
cure money from navy officers; that 
movement had taken the shape of cer­ 
tain printed circulars. 
One of these circulars Chandler sent 
to the Clerk’s desk and had read. It was 
from Cowie, and dated December 2,1889. 
It stated that John H. Thomas, of Illi­ 
nois, had been engaged as attorney to 
take charge and advocate the passage of 
the bill framed by him for the reorgani- 
tion and equalisation of the pay of the 
personnel of the navy, and it expressed 
the hopo that all officers would respond 
promptly to Thomas’ communications. 
In connection with this circular one 
from Thomas himBelf was sent to the 
Clerk’s desk and read. It stated that he 
had been requested to act in the m atter; 
that expenses mast necessarily be in­ 
curred and time and labor must be de­ 
voted to the work, and his (Thomas’) 
acceptance of the proposition depended 
upon its approval by the officer ad­ 
dressed, apon his sending a retaining fee 
of $5, and signing a contract of which 
a form was sent, to pay a contingent fee 
of ten per cent, on his increase of pay 
for one year. 
. 
Chandler added that there were 1,500 
naval officers, and this attempt to get 
them into the movement had taken an 
extremely offensive shape. He submit­ 
ted to the Senate that ft was extremely 
objectionable and discreditable to at­ 
tempt to influence legislation. He did 
not believe that the contract, even if en­ 
tered into, would be legally binding; at 
any rate it was a contract which would 
absolutely paralyze the committees of 
Congress who would have the bill under 
consideration. 
Hale supported the resolution. It was, 
he said, a matter of deep regret and of 
some mortification to know that public 
legislation and outeide efforts *ln tbe 
direction of accomplishing it were being 
hawked about by attorneys in Washing­ 
ton. 
There were a great many men 
living in Washington, and living pretty 
well, whose source of income was de­ 
rived from their supposed influence on 
legislation. He hoped the resolution 
wonld be agreed to, and promised that 
when information was received the Naval 
Committee would give the matter a 
thorough investigation. 
McPherson defended the action of 
Paymaster Cowie, and said if that officer 
had discovered a method by which the 
pay of the officars of the navy could bo 
equalized to the satisfaction of all naval 
officers, he should be regarded as a pub­ 
lic benefactor. 
Butler said that while he suggested the 
other day that the resolution be referred 
to the Committee on Naval Affairs, he 
had no objection to its being adopted, 
nor to the fullest investigation of tbe 
whole subject. The spirit of reform was 
abroad in the land—political reform, ed­ 
ucational reform, temperance reform— 
and now there was to be a lobby reform; 
he supposed that it was better late than 
never, but it appeared to him to bo a 
tempest in a teapot. An officer of tbe 
navy, because he chose to exercise his 
right as a citizen of the United States to 
employ counsel to represent him before 
Congress, was denounced as if he had 
boen doing a very improper thing; and 
a reputable attorney because he chose to 
make a contract with naval officers, was 
held up to the country as violating some 
code of propriety and rectitude. 
He 
thought the whole performance was un­ 
necessary, and he wished the effort to 
drive away lobbyists would be applied in 
other directions as well as to officers of 
the army and navy, whose months were 
closed. 
Cockrell expressed astonishment At 
hearing the Senator from South Carolina 
say the officers of the army and navy 
had their months closed, and conld not 
approach Congress. Congress was just 
as open to them as to any citizen of the 
United 
States. 
The 
question 
was 
whether the officers had a right to go 
into a combination, paying a fixed fee in 
advance and agreeing to pay a contingent 
fee. 
Butler—Why should not officors do so 
as well as other citizens ? 
Cockrell—The public will answer that 
question. I hold in my hand a similar 
circular issued a short time ago in refer­ 
ence to another bill to increase the salary 
of officers, in which it is stated that the 
fee is $500 as a retainer, with a contin­ 
gent fee of $5,000. Snch things are a <jis- 
grace to the army and navy. 
After further discussion by Butler, 
Cockrell and Call the resolution was 
agreed to. 
The resolution offered yesterday call­ 
ing for information as to the disposition 
of military reservations relinquished by 
ho War Department was agreed to. 
The resolution offered yesterday by 
Coke as to tbe attack on Justice Field in 
California and the killing of Terry was 
referred to the Judiciary Committee. 
Mitchell offered an amendment to the 
Tacific Railroad Funding bill, which was 
referred to the select committee on that 
subject. He explained that the bill it­ 
self was confined to the Union Pacific 
and its branches, and his amendments 
applied to the Central Pacific and its 
branches. 
The Senate then went into executive 
session. After the doors were re-opened 
a message was received from the House 
announcing the deaths, during recess, of

A separate hill will also be re­ 
ported, making the Sergeant-at-Arms a 
disbursing officer. 
Five members of tbe committee, in­ 
cluding .the Chairman, hold that the 
8ergeant-at-Arms was a pnblio officer, 
and that the individual members are 
justified by usage and official recognition 
extending over many years in so regard­ 
ing him, and that the loss by the mal­ 
feasance of Silcott should be borne by 
the public treasury, and not by mem­ 
bers of Congress, who had not received 
the compensation to which they were 
entitled by law. The committee also 
hold that the Government w'onld not be 
justified 
in

parpóse

of the salaries due by the Government 
and, therefore, that snch personal funds 
shoald be restored to tbe private owners. 
By the proposed pro-rata arrangement, 
those who have regularly drawn their 
salary up to November, would have the 
advantage of sharing in the amonnte 
that other members had left nndrawn, 
which the majority regard as indefensi­ 
ble.

There was great oxcitement in the 
executive session of the Senate thie 
afternoon when the Senators, upon look­ 
ing up at the gentlemen’s gallery, dis­ 
covered a man sitting there and appar­ 
ently taking a good deal of interest in 
the proceedings. The utmost confusion 
prevailed for awhile and the doorkeeper 
was dispatched to eject the intruder, 
who proved to be a young man about 20 
years old. 
He evidently had been 
asleep when the Senate went into execu­ 
tive session, and was probably discov­ 
ered before he secured any valuable in­ 
formation. 
He will always, however, 
carry with him the distinction of having 
been in the gallery while the Senate was 
supposedly enjoying the seclusion of a 
pecret session. 


T b e A n d o v e r H e r é w y C a s e . 


B o s t o n , December 19.—A large audi­ 
ence assembled in the judicial court 
room this morning to hear the arguments 
in one of the many issues of the cele­ 
brated Andover heresy case. 
The evi­ 
dence was all in on the charge that 
Visitor Enstis, who sat in judgment on 
Professor Smyth, was biased against him 
and had so expressed himself. Professor 
Dwight, of Columbia College, summed 
up for Smyth. 
He claimed that in the 
Eostis case there was a leaniDg toward 
the side of the prosecution and an utter 
want of decorum ont of court. A. H. 
Wellman, for the visitors, said charges 
of bias on the part of Dr. Eustis Were 
not made nntil six weeks after the lat- 
ter’s death, and not nntil a year and a 
half after the trial of the professors; this 
was inexcusable delay which called for 
severe criticism. Barrows, in behalf of 
Smyth, confined himself to the charge 
that Eustis had formed and repeatedly 
expressed to divers persons the opinion 
that the professors were guilty of the 
things charged.

it might very well have included the 
message of the President, it says : 
If these people could have their way 
we woo’d soon have a government as 
completely centralised as a monarchical 
despotism. It is time for the people to 
awake to the dangers of farther serious 
encroachments on the rights of the States 
and of a disregard of that good, sonnd 
American principle of local self-govern­ 
ment. 
Fortunately the pendulum has swung 
back from its extreme tension towards 
absolutism and bide fair to hang on an 
even balance hereafter. Schemes com­ 
pounded iu almost equal pArts of 
paternalism and despotism have precious 
little chance of being enacted into law.

S e e r e ta r y W l a á a a ’ a S ilv e r P o l i c y . 
The Secretary proposes that the Gov­ 
ernment shall buy at current market 
rates all silver bullion offered to it, pay­ 
ing for it in treasury notes., which are to 
be substantially an unrestricted legal 
tender, being expressly made such for 
all Government does, and also converti­ 
ble into legal tender silver dollars. 
There can be no question that this part 
cf the policy is an advance step in favor 
of silver. Bat the advantages claimed 
for it by the Treasury Department, aside 
from its general orood effect, are all with­ 
out merit except two: One, that the 
treasury notes would be au increase of 
the volume of the currency, and the 
other, that it would be beneficial to silver 
producers iu that silver would thus be 
given a home market, instead of being 
obliged to go to London for a market. 
This claim is true to this extent, it would 
he a convenience to the silver miners 
and probably a little saving of 
expense. Bankers and brokers in all 
our 
large 
cities, 
however, 
now 
buy silver at the London quotations, lees 
a small commission, and make an Amer­ 
ican market for the entire product of 
American mines. But they buy to ship 
to market in London. By the Secretary’s 
plan the Government is to open an Amer­ 
ican market, buying silver to be kept 
here. This is the great advantage of the 
plan, and the only substantial gain to 
silver that would accrue; but, strangely, 
it is not among the advantages of tbe 
measure mentioned by the Secretary or 
by the Director of the Mint. As soon as 
the English silver market should be re­ 
lieved by the operation of the Secretary’s 
plan, from the immense supply of Amer­ 
ican silver, there is every reason in the 
situation thus created to believe that the 
price of silver in London, consequent on 
this largely diminished supply, would at 
once advance. 
The demand in the English market for 
silver for ludia and elsewhere would con­ 
tinue then the same as now. Heretofore 
this demand has been met in an over­ 
supplied market, the over-supply being 
largely from America; and, as a neces­ 
sary consequence, the price of silver has 
been kept there, in the market that has 
fixed the price of silver the world over, 
constantly under this depressing in­ 
fluence. Relieved of this, it conld hardly 
fail that the price of silver in London 
wonld steadily advance as long as the 
American supply should be kept at home. 
Bat the Secretary proposes as a part of 
his plan to repeal the Bland law, which 
requires the purchase by the Govern­ 
ment of silver at current ratea and its 
coinage into legal tender dollars to the 
exteat of not less than two nor more 
than four millions a month. Thereby 
so much of the silver of the world is 
restored to its old-time parity with gold, 
and the United States to that extent 
gives evidence that it believes in that 
parity u o to the point of actiDg on its 
belief. Why then repeal the law? The 
Secretary gives no reason for it, nor does 
the other feature of hie pjan mentioned 
above afford any reason for its repeal, or 
even suggest or imply one. There is no 
connection between his two propositions 
which makes one the complement of the 
other, so that the two together constitute 
a plan or policy. They are two uncon­ 
nected expedients, one good, the other 
bad. Bat even the good is only a make­ 
shift The true policy is free aad un­ 
limited coinage of silver. 


The Pension Cam paign. 
There ought to be only one opinion 
among conservative people upon the sys­ 
tem of pension grabbing that is being so 
elaborately planned and organized. It 
is only a few weeks ago that the pension 
agents at Washington sent out circulars 
announcing that very liberal legislation 
on pension matters was sure to be had 
this year, and that proper effort on the 
part of the soldiers and their friends 
would assure the passage of a bill to give 
every enlisted man who served sixty 
days eight dollars a month. 
And now persons with petitions asking 
for this legislation are making a sys­ 
tematic canvass of this community—as 
others are doing elsewhere—every store 
and shop and office, and many dwelling 
houses, being visited by these workers, 
who are paid for their services, appar­ 
ently, by some central authority. 
It is not strange that many individuals 
should honestly believe in this proposed 
legislation, and it is especially pardon­ 
able if ex-soldiers who may be hon­ 
est sufferers think the Government 
ought to help them, thongh they suffered 
no disability; bnt it is strange that a 
great party or a large number of news­ 
papers should vaguely urge on euch a 
campaign, mainly moved thereto by 
their efforts and promises to get the 
“ soldier” vote. 
Especially would it seem that the mis­ 
erable outcome of the Tanner policy 
ought to have sobered the politicians 
whom his madness well nigh destroyed. 
They were neither intelligent nor honest 
in their brutal assaults upon the last ad­ 
ministration and it was a just and 
apparently inevitable disaster which be­ 
fell them and their miserable purpoees. 
Will they not now call a halt? For their 
own if not the country’s sake, will they 
not try to stay the tide they started be­ 
fore it demoralizes the whole pension 
policy of the Government? 
And the Republican newspapers that 
so systematically and so cunningly dis­ 
paraged Pension Commissioner Black, 
and praised Tanner so blindly and bla­ 
tantly, even charging all his critics with 
being enemies of the Government, will 
not these now fairly and reasonably 
treat this question? It may be true 
that some editors and some states­ 
men honestly believe in a policy 
on the plan of the one undertaken 
and pushed by the pension agents and 
a certain portion of the “soldier” ele­ 
ment, but tbe great majority of the 
people do not believe in euch “liberal­ 
ity,” and know it ought to be checked in 
a wholesome and radical way. The ad­ 
ministration itself knows the fatal tend­ 
ency of this, both as to the cost and the 
iniquity of it as a matter of principle, 
and Secretary Noble deserves well of the 
country for his courage and consistency 
under trying circumstances. Is nothing 
but farther trifling with this business to 
be expected of the political herd of the 
party and the country ? 
That the pension laws are not perfect 
and should he revised is plain, and has 
been duly nrged by thoughtful men of 
both parties; bat it is time that the mat­ 
ter be honestly and sqnarely dealt with 
in the interest of justice both to the 
pensioners and the people, and not leave 
it to be managed by the least worthy 
element in the whole land. 


From all quarter* comes confirmation 
of the announcement made in the H er 
a ld that the Union Pacific and Denver 
and Rio Grande Railways sre to be im­ 
mediately extended to Los Angeles. A 
gentleman who is in intimate relations 
with á high official of the latter road was 
advised to withdraw from the market an 
extensive tract of land in 8an Bernardino 
connty whicn he bad offered for sale. 
H e was told that it wonld pay him better 
to hold on to it. There is a street rumor, 
which lacks confirmation, that work will 
begin in Los Angeles in the next ninety 
days, and that spiritad negotiations are 
on foot to aoqnüre the Marble-Sco(t fran­ 
chise. 


T h e Express iu iu issue of yesterday 
had some extremely sensible remarks, 
apropos of the numerous propositions 
for extendiog the powers of tbe general 
government. Referring to the billa intro- 


exorbitant charge woald entirely de­ 
stroy 
their 
industry, 
the profits 
iy>t being very large. No other firm in 
the country has bad long experience in 
the manufacture of large telescopes. 
Consequently, if the Treasury Depart­ 
ment insists upon its stupid decision, it 
will utterly rain a most honorable occu­ 
pation and play into the hands of for­ 
eign manufacturers. 
Meanwhile the 
American people will watch the situa­ 
tion with interest. This is “ protection” 
which will not commend itself to the 
good judgment of fair-minded citizens of 
any party,and the sooner such protection 
is abandoned the better it will be for the 
reputation and welfare of the United 
States. 
The lame excuse given for the 
shallow-brained decision is that a 
manufacturer of optical goods in an east­ 
ern city has been importing h;s wares 
free of charge. But the difference be­ 
tween ordinary optical goods and coetly 
material for the masterpieces of astro­ 
nomical apparatns is too apparent to 
require a moment’s comment. The at­ 
tempt to class them together and charge 
accordingly is snch contemptible folly 
that one might suppose any novice wonld 
have sense enough to avoid the blander. 
While it isunblushingly defended in high 
official station, all the stars may seem to 
hide their diminished heads.” For the 
honor of the nation let us hope that tbe 
imbecile decision will be reconsidered.

Subsequently expensive machin­ 
ery was invented by a member of the 
firm, considerably facilitating some 
stages of the manufacture. But with the 
best appliances many monthe are re­ 
quired to produce a first-class instru­ 
ment. The Messrs. Clark have made 
hundreds of telescopes, some of which 
are unexcelled in any country. Besides 
filling orders for the leading observatories 
in the United States, they have sent 
some excellent instruments to Europe, 
and hence their fame is not restricted to 
national confines. 
Californians need not be reminded that 
the greatest refracting telescope in the 
world, at the Lick observatory, was man­ 
ufactured by this firm. The next tele­ 
scope in size and power was also made 
by the Messrs. Clark, and for several 
years has been doing good service at a 
Russian observatory, a titled astronomer 
being its faithful custodian.

A B m m In «Iin i nmber Busine**— 
m iscellaneous III altere. 
The Soathern Pacific is bringing up an 
extraordinary amount of lumber in these 
days from San Pedro. There are thirty- 
nine lumber schooners now billed for that 
port. 8ome of them have already ar­ 
rived fluid are unloading, and others are 
on the way. The 8outhern Pacific people 
say that the present^busicess in lumber 
is larger than it has been at any time for 
the last eighteen months. It denotes a 
boom in the building of small bouses. 
Several changes are reported in the 
Southern Pacific station offict s in this 
vicinity. O. J. Jones is transferred from 
Pomona to 8an Bernardino, and R. Jack­ 
man, of Oarpinteria, takos the Pomona 
position. 
Yesterday morning General Manager 
Wade, of the Santa Fe, received a tele­ 
gram from General Superintendent 
Sau born, stating 
that 
the work 
of 
repfldring the wasbonts 
near 
Alpine was nearly completed and 
that trains coaid be run through 
today. A circular was forthwith issued 
to that effect from the offices in this city. 
The washouts extended over a mile and 
included five bridges. Some very lively 
work has been done in making the re­ 
pairs. 
The statement is made on what ap­ 
pears to he good authority that a large 
piece of property adjoining the yards of 
the Santa Fe in this city has been ten­ 
dered to that company on condition that 
the shoos now located at San Bernar­ 
dino shall be moved to this city. These 
shops employ between 150 and 175 men 
with an annual pay roll of $225,000. 
They cover four acres of ground. 
It is very well known that the project 
of moving the shops has been under act­ 
ive discussion for some time, and was one 
of the matters which engaged the atten­ 
tion of President Manvel during his re­ 
cent visit.

Last evening a number of the members 
of the Los Angeles Athletic Club came 
together at their rooms in the Stowell 
block, 126 South Spring, and celebrated 
in an informal fashion the opening of 
the new quarters. This club has been 
in existence for nine jeare and for the 
past seven has occupied rooms in the 
Downey block. It now has a five-years’ 
lease on nearly the whole of the second 
floor of the beautiful and new brown 
etone block opposite the Los Angeles 
theater. 
The lease was taken before the build­ 
ing was erected, and the needs of the or­ 
ganization were considered by the archi­ 
tect. The new quarters have been lur- 
nished at a cost of nearly $5,000, and 
they are admirably designed and 
equipped fox club purposes. 
At the head of the stairs the visitor 
meets a pair of heavy oak doors, on 
which the monogram of the club is 
carved. Through these he entera a wide 
hallway, on each side of which are sev­ 
eral of the smaller rooms devoted to 
various purposes. The Secretary^ office 
is carpeted and furnished in good style 
and provided with a telephone. On the 
opposite side of the hall is a card-room, 
furnished with a number of elegant 
hardwood tables. 
Back of the Secre­ 
tary’s office is a small ante-room, which, 
together with the office, will be reserved 
for the ladies on the nights when the 
club gives social entertainments. At the 
rear end of the hall are two doorways, 
leading off to the billiard-room on the 
left and the gymnasium on the right. 
The billiard-room contains three tables 
and is large and well lighted. 
The gymnasium is the largest room of 
the lot, measuring 66>¿ by 34>¿ feet. 
The walls are hard finished and bavo a 
wainscoting six feet high. Owing to 
the washouts the new apparatus, 
which is valued at $500,did not arrive in 
time, but it will probably-be put in place 
in a day or two. The old apparatus 
from the Downey block was put up yes- 
tordiT. When it is all arranged Los 
Angeles will have one of the finest gym­ 
nasium outfits in the country. 
At the west end of the hall there is a 
narrow stairway leading 
to two 
floors above, where are the bathing and 
dressing rooms. There are three shower 
baths and a bath tab, hot water being 
supplied from the furnace below. 
The reception room and music room 
are in the front of the building, two 
large well lighted rooms, the front of 
which looks out upon Spring street. 
They are carpeted with heavy Brussels 
and furnished with easy chairs. The 
large fireplace gives an air of cheerful­ 
ness and comfort to the rooms, and sev­ 
eral book cases, filled with bound vol­ 
umes of the magazines, provide amuse­ 
ment for the visitor who happens to be 
alone. 
Each of the 375 members of tbe club 
possesses a pass key which admits him 
to the use and enjoyment of the apart­ 
ments, and he also has the privilege of 
instructions and work in tbe gymnasium.

President; S. B. Dewey, Treasurer; J.
